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MARQUEE FURY 

Neighbours in uproar over plans to hold Hindu weddings in marquee

Plans to hold Hindu weddings in a 
huge marquee on the greenbelt 
have left neighbours fuming. 

Thurairajah Vasudevan, who 
owns seven acres of land in Croy¬ 
don Lane, Banstead, has applied 
for a licence to hold weddings in a 
marquee he has had erected there. 

Mr Vasudevan said no alcohol 
will be drunk during the religious 
weddings, which will finish by 
11pm and only take place on 28 
days out of every year. 

He said: “We have got sound 
proofing all the way through. This 
[marquee] is situated in seven 
acres of land. It will not cause any 
problems. There will not be any 
noise at all.” 

Mr Vasudevan is set to apply to 
Reigate and Banstead Council for 
planning permission in order

change the use of the land so that 
he can hold weddings there. 

But he said the marquee itself 
does not in fact require planning 
permission because it is a “tempo¬ 
rary structure” that will be taken 
up and down for weddings - al¬ 
though the council insisted this 
week that it does. 

He added: “It’s completely cov¬ 
ered by conifer trees around that 
marquee. People can’t see it at all 
from outside.” 

But one of his angry neighbours, 
Jeanette Harwood, said the mar¬ 
quee should not be allowed on 
greenbelt land and other proper¬ 
ties will be devalued there. 

Mrs Harwood fears that they will 
be disturbed by loud music contin¬ 
uing into the night and large num¬ 
bers of guests driving down the 
road to weddings. 

She said: “The neighbours are up 
in arms because a licence should 
not be given. This is not going to 


happen. It’s just going to be 
uproar.” 

A letter, posted through Mrs Har¬ 
wood’s door by an anonymous 
neighbour, said: “We must act to¬ 
gether and now in order to stop 
this happening. The more objec¬ 
tions we make, the more likely it is 
the application will be rejected.” 

A council spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed that the planning depart¬ 
ment has been made aware of the 
erection of the marquee without 
planning permission. 

She said: “According to national 
planning rules the council is satis¬ 
fied that, in this case, the erection 
of the marquee constitutes devel¬ 
opment that requires planning 
permission.” 

In 2009 Mr Vasudevan was fined 
£1,000 for erecting a huge steel 
building on greenbelt land without 
planning permission. When told 
he was in breach of planning con¬ 
trols, he had refused to take down 


the building used for commercial 
storage. 

Another wedding venue, Zinnia 
Gardens, is already located in 
Croydon Lane and advertises a 
marquee “overlooking country¬ 
side” including paddocks with 
horses. 

Lucie Stone, partner at property 
consultancy Bidwells, confirmed 
that Mr Vasudevan has asked 
them to submit a planning applica¬ 
tion so weddings can be held in the 
marquee. 

In January, Mr Vasudevan ap¬ 
plied for permission to hold wed¬ 
ding ceremonies on 28 days every 
year between 11am and 11pm. This 
first planning application was 
later withdrawn. 

The consultation period runs 
until Wednesday, June 3. To see the

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Hospital boss: ‘I don’t

The boss of Epsom and St He- 
lier hospitals said he “cannot 
see a scenario” where both 
sites would ever stop provid¬ 
ing services - but admitted the 
trust is looking at whether 
their combined 800 beds 
should all be put on to one 
new hospital site. 

In an exclusive interview 
with the Epsom Guardian, 
chief executive Daniel Elkeles 
said another NHS review - a 
successor to Better Services 
Better Value (BSBV) - will 
begin in the autumn and the 
trust is looking at how it can 
make its hospitals more ro¬ 
bust to prevent them being in 
the firing line once more. 

He said “poor buildings” are 
the biggest challenge they face 
and this is why the trust is 
conducting a review into its 
“long-term building strategy” 
for 2020 and beyond. 

The trust was plunged into a 
firestorm of controversy last 
month when management 
consultants from Deloitte 
were overheard on a train dis¬ 
cussing the option, as part of 
this buildings review, of creat¬ 
ing an 800-bed super hospital 
on the Sutton site. 

Mr Elkeles has nicknamed 
the incident Traingate. 

He said: “The reason why 
Epsom and St Helier get dis¬ 
counted in the BSBV ap¬ 
proach is because St Helier is 
falling down and people don’t 
care about Epsom - it’s not in 
London. 

“The underpinning analysis 
which says the right answer is

having three [hospitals in 
south-west London] hasn’t re¬ 
ally gone away. 

“Unless you come out with 
an answer for the four geogra¬ 
phies [in south-west London] 
this isn’t going to work. 

“We need to arrive at an an¬ 
swer for south-west London 
that does involve keeping four 
hospitals. Inevitably that does 
mean Epsom and St Helier has 
to change because we’ve got 
two.” 

Mr Elkeles added: “We are 
trying to put a new proposal 
on the table. Something excit¬ 
ing, new, which will provide 
amazing healthcare so when 
BSBV comes round again it 
can’t just do what it did last 
time.” 

The chief executive said the 
trust will produce a docu¬ 
ment, Case for Change, next 
month to begin consulting 
with residents on the issue. 

He said half a billion pounds 
would be needed to fund new 
buildings. 

Asked whether Epsom and 
St Helier would both shut and 
be replaced by an 800-bed

super-hospital in Sutton, Mr 
Elkeles said: “We had reached 
the conclusion we needed [in 
2020-30] the same number of 
beds that we currently have. 

“There’s a theoretical exer¬ 
cise to do about ‘can you put 
800 beds on any of our trust 
sites?’ That’s the conversation 
the consultants were referring 
to, to which we haven’t got an 
answer. 

“If you were going to keep 
800 beds in our catchment you 
do need to look at whether you 
put them all at Epsom, all at 
Sutton, or all at St Helier. 

“I cannot see a scenario 
where the trust says it does 
not need to provide services at 
Epsom and St Helier under 
any circumstance.” 

Mr Elkeles added: “[The 
consultants] are entitled to 
have a conversation, which 
says put all 800 beds in a super 
hospital in Sutton. That is not 
what the trust would think is 
the right answer. 

“You do need to do a piece of 
work about ‘could you put all 
800 beds on one site?”’

Elkeles told this newspaper 
accident and emergency, chil¬ 
dren and maternity services 
would be safe at the hospitals 
for the next five years. 

Asked whether he thought it 
had been misleading not to 
mention the review consider¬ 
ing options for post-2020 dur¬ 
ing this interview, he said: 
“Undoubtedly we’ve had 
mixed messages, but there are 
no proposals for post-2020. 

“At the same time as we put 
out our five year strategy we 
put out objectives for 2015-16 
where one of them was to do 
the piece of work on what is 
the buildings answer for 
Epsom and St Helier 
post-2020. 

“I don’t think we misled any¬ 
one. We are acting with 
integrity.

A top consultancy firm looks 
set to lose thousands of 
pounds after its staff held a 
conference call about radical 
plans for Epsom and St Helier 
hospitals on a train. 

Management consultants 
for Deloitte, one of the “big 
four” professional services 
firms, were overheard last 
month discussing the option 
of closing both hospitals and 
replacing them with an 800- 
bed super site in Sutton, after 
attending a meeting of the 
trust’s programme board that 
is looking into how to make 
its buildings sustainable 
post-2020. 

Deloitte refused to reveal to 
this newspaper last week 
whether any action had been 
taken against the employees 
involved, having previously 
called the incident “deeply 
regrettable”. 

But Daniel Elkeles, the hos¬ 
pital trust’s chief executive, 
said the company is still 
working for it on its “estates 
review” following the inci¬ 
dent, which has been dubbed 
Traingate, but its contract is 
being renegotiated down¬ 
wards as a result of the huge¬ 
ly embarrassing incident. 

He said: “They were clearly 
in breach of the contract they 
had with us and as a result of 
that we have almost finished 
renegotiating the contract 
with them because as you 


would expect they need to 
compensate us for breaching 
their client trust. We have 
been working with them on 
how they are going to do 
that. 

“The contract was for more 
than £50,000. 

“We hope we will have con¬ 
cluded the renegotiation in 
time for the June board 
meeting. 

“In the middle of a negotia¬ 
tion, I can’t tell you [how 
much will be compensated] 
now.” 

A trust spokesman said it 
could not say how much the 
Deloitte contract had been 
worth in total “since the con¬ 
tract is currently being rene¬ 
gotiated with the consultants 
involved”. He said the infor¬ 
mation should be released at 
its next trust board meeting 
on June 26. 

Mr Elkeles - who has not 
heard the transcript of what 
the consultants were over¬ 
heard to be saying - said it 
was “quite right” that people 
were shocked by the media 
reports that followed. 

He said: “What was reported 
was very different from the 
news that Epsom and St Heli¬ 
er wanted people to hear 
about. 

“Did we feel let down and 
upset? Of course we did. But 
it happened and you have 
to carry on.”

A vet has issued a warning after 
an adder bit an inquisitive 
French bulldog when she went to 
get a closer look. 

The vet who treated the dog, 
called Marnie, with anti-venom 
wants to warn other dog owners 
about the danger of snakes this 
summer. 

Danielle Stone, from Tadworth, 
and her dogs encountered a 
snake on the pathway while out 
walking on Walton Heath golf 
course on Wednesday, April 15. 

The dogs went to investigate 
and the adder bit Marnie above 
her eye. The dog went into shock, 
her face swelled up and had diffi¬ 
culty breathing. 

Vet Johnny Kriek, from Kriek 
and Gibson Veterinary Surgery 
in Banstead, put Marnie on an IV 
drip, gave her pain killers and 
antibiotics and sourced anti¬ 
venom. He said: “Marnie made a 
full recovery and is back to being 
her smiley self.” 

The vets also treated an adder 
bite last year. Mr Kriek said: “I 


do think it is rare, but for a new 
practice like ours, to have one 
in each summer so far, is 
significant. 

“It is also significant, because 
dogs can die. The smaller the dog 
is, the greater the risk because 
they have smaller body mass to 
try to counteract the toxin. 

“Snakes are more active in the 


warmer periods of the year, and 
the warmer times of the day. 

“There is not very much pet 
owners can do to prevent en¬ 
counters, but if they suspect 
their pet has been bitten, they 
must seek veterinary attention.” 

Bites can cause pain, redness, 
swelling, salivation, vomiting, di¬ 
arrhoea, weakness and collapse.

Two girls’ schools are set to 
merge under ambitious plans 
that would not affect their in¬ 
dividual identities, said those 
close to the proposals. 

Nonsuch High School for 
Girls and Wallington High 
School for Girls have issued a 
statement this week announc¬ 
ing their intentions to form a 
“multi-academy trust”, with 
staff and parents now enter¬ 
ing a five-week consultation 
period. 

It comes a little over a month 


after the mysterious sacking 
of Nonsuch headteacher Peter 
Gale for “unprofessional and 
inappropriate conduct” as 
well as “serious breaches” in 
applying safeguards. 

Despite repeated requests, 
the school declined to elabo¬ 
rate on that situation. 

The two schools have said 
their governing bodies have 
been “evaluating the possibili¬ 
ties and potential advantages” 
of merging for some time and 
that they see themselves as 
having “very similar visions, 
profiles and strengths”, as 
well as having many “syner¬ 
gies” between them. 

As such the schools consider 


it to be in their best interests 
of their students to collabo¬ 
rate with each other. 

Tony Hyams-Parish, chair¬ 
man of governors at Nonsuch, 
said: “We believe this is an ex¬ 
citing proposal that offers all 
kinds of possibilities and ben¬ 
efits for students and staff at 
both schools. 

“In addition, as school bud¬ 
gets are continuing to be cut in 
real terms, this arrangement 
will allow both schools to ben¬ 
efit from the economies of 
scale that a single school can¬ 
not achieve on its own.” 

If it goes ahead the joint 
partnership will have an equal 
number of members from 


each school on the new board 
of trustees with Jane Burton, 
current headteacher at 
Wallington and previously a 
deputy head teacher at Non¬ 
such, taking on the role of ex¬ 
ecutive head. 

Each school will still have its 
own headteacher, responsible 
for day-to-day running of 
their school. To further retain 
their individual identities they 
will also retain their own lead¬ 
ership teams and local gov¬ 
erning bodies. 

Tracey Graham, Walling- 
ton’s chairman of governors, 
said: “Both governing bodies 
consider that our schools’ 
strengths and synergies can 


be further enhanced. 

“This should allow both 
schools to further develop and 
improve, and to continue to 
provide strong outcomes for 
all of our students, from year 7 
right up to the sixth-form.” 

The consultation period 
closes at noon on June 29. The 
consultation document and 
FAQs are available on both 
schools’ websites. 

Councillor Mary Burstow, 
ward member for Cheam at 
Sutton Council, said: “I want 
to make sure local children 
get the best education. 

“If the merger improves the 
financial stability of both 
schools, I am in favour of it.” 
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Man pleads guilty 
to sexual assaults

A grandfather who sexually as¬ 
saulted a woman while telling 
her “you love it you slut” has 
been sentenced to more than 
three years in prison. 

Marc Pattemore, 37, of Derek 
Close, Ewell, appeared at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court on Tuesday, 
having pleaded guilty to five 
counts of sexual assault, actual¬ 
ly bodily harm and common 
assault. 

His victim, from the Kingston 
area, had met Pattemore on a 
dating website and the offences 
occurred last year. 


Although he pleaded guilty to 
two counts of actual bodily harm 
and common assault at the earli¬ 
est opportunity, which he inflict¬ 
ed on his victim in July, he 
denied three other counts of as¬ 
sault by penetrating her with his 
fingers and tongue in September. 

Pattemore only admitted these 
offences after a trial had started 
in April, during which his victim 
was forced to give evidence 
before a jury. 

Judge Neil Stewart said the de¬ 
fendant had changed his plea be¬ 
cause he “realised the jury 
would find, as I did, that she 
was an absolutely convincing 
witness”. 

Sentencing him to 44 months in 
prison for all the offences, to run 


concurrently, Pattemore was 
also handed an indefinite 
restraining order against his vic¬ 
tim and has been placed on the 
sex offenders’ register. 

Ruby Selva, prosecuting, said: 
“He had shown signs of jealousy 
throughout the relationship. 

“He was controlling and this 
developed. 

“He would be emotionally abu¬ 
sive. When he was sober he was 
charming and caring.” 

Last July, the defendant be¬ 
came violent towards the woman 
after he found messages to one of 
her ex-boyfriends on her mobile 
phone. 

The woman continued to see 
Pattemore and only reported the 
July attacks after he sexually as¬ 
saulted her in September when 
he found a photo of her in a biki¬ 
ni on her phone and messages to 
her father - which he thought 
were really being sent to other 
men. 

Ms Selva said he punched the 
victim: “She was begging him to 
stop. He said to her ‘you’re going 
to be dead, I’m going to ruin you’. 
He told her ‘you love it you slut’.” 

In mitigation, Pattemore’s bar¬ 
rister Joao Arsenio said: “He is 
remorseful and has apologised. 
This is not some ploy so he can 
get a better sentence. 

“It seems the underlying prob¬ 
lems in these regrettable of¬ 
fences is alcohol. 

“Alcohol has indeed been the 
trigger. It made him commit 
these offences.” 

But Judge Stewart said this 
was “far too simplistic” a claim 
and added: “The responsibility is 
his not the liquor’s.” 

Mr Arsenio also claimed Patte¬ 
more had respected his victim’s 
pleas for him to stop sexually as¬ 
saulting her - because he did 
eventually stop. 

He said: “She was telling him to 
stop and he stopped. 

“He respected the wishes of 
[the victim] belatedly.” 

The barrister said Pattemore 
had “emotional scars” from a 
previous relationship in which 
his partner had been unfaithful. 

Judge Stewart said he had 
taken into account a previous 
conviction Pattemore had for a 
common assault and a police 
caution he was given for violence 
against a former partner when 
sentencing him.

Victim is 'totally relieved' after sentencing 


Pattemore’s victim, who cannot 
named for legal reasons, said her 
ordeal was made all the more 
horrific by his claims that she had 
invented all of the allegations he 
eventually pleaded guilty to. 

Speaking to the Epsom Guardian, 
she said: “As a result of him 
attacking me I was absolutely 
humiliated and felt awful. 

“I kept quiet but Marc, who is an 
alcoholic, fabricated these stories 
about me. That I was an obsessive 
girl. He told everybody I had made it 
up. 


“I was absolutely petrified, my life 
was turned upside down. 

“I was literally battered.” 

The victim added: “When Marc 
wasn’t drinking, he was very, very 
nice to me. 

“He was very generous. If you 
saw him on paper he seems a fully 
reputable person. When he was 
drinking he was emotionally 
abusive. Then he would apologise 
and say he loved me.” 

She said she was “totally 
relieved” after Pattemore was 
sentenced to 44 months in prison.

Sleeping driver who killed Jogger jailed

A man who killed a “talented 
mother and wife” after 
falling asleep at the wheel of 
his van has been jailed for 
four years. 

Shanmugarasa Vinayagasi¬ 
vampillai, pictured below, of 
Surbiton, hit Louisa Gammie 
from Worcester Park as she 
was out jogging in Old 
Malden Lane on the morning 
of November 8. 

Mrs Gammie, the 
mother of a 20- 4 
month-old child, 
died in hospital a 
day later from a se¬ 
rious head injury. 

Vinayagasi- 
vampillai pleaded 
guilty to causing 
death by dangerous 
driving in April 
and was

sentenced on May 15 in 
Guildford Crown Court. 

The court heard how 
Vinayagasivampillai, a Sri 
Lankan refugee who came to 
the UK in 2000, had worked a 
12-hour shift in Sainsbury’s 
the day before the accident 
and was doing a favour for 
his uncle when he fell asleep 
at the wheel. 

Prosecuting Rossano Sca- 
mardella told the court how, 
even after his arrest, Vinaya¬ 
gasivampillai, 34, was seen 
falling asleep by police in the 
car and in his cell. 

Mr Scamardella said: “It 
^ seems he just could not 
keep his eyes open.” 

The court also heard 
how he had two previ- 
I ous driving convic- 
I tions for drink-driving 
f and driving while 
banned. 

The defence argued 
that Vinayagasivampil- 
^ lai had been

working hard to provide for 
his family, rarely getting 
more than four hours’ sleep a 
night while working two 
supermarket jobs, and had 
been “deeply affected” by the 
accident. 

Judge Christopher Critch- 
low said he was prepared to 
accept Vinayagasivampillai 
was someone who has 
suffered “sleeplessness and 
nightmares” because of his 
actions, but that would not 
bring Mrs Gammie back to 
her family. 

He said: “[This case] shows 
how fleeting life can 
be, how dangerous 
a motorcar can 
be. You did 
have previous 
convictions 
that showed 
an attitude to 
a motor car 
that does not 
stand you in 
good light.

Key people involved in 
Britain’s leading rehabilita¬ 
tion centre for injured sol¬ 
diers have discussed ways to 
make it a civilian rehabilita¬ 
tion centre once the military 
move out. 

Headley Court will be re¬ 
placed by a state-of-the-art 
complex in the Midlands by 
2018. But it is still unclear 
what will become of the exist¬ 
ing site owned by the Headley 
Court Charity. 

Experts in rehabilitation, 
health, finances and property 


as well as charity representa¬ 
tives and politicians met to 
discuss its fate at disability 
charity QEF in Leatherhead 
on Wednesday, May 13. 

Liberal Democrat David 
Preedy, chairman of Headley 
Parish Council, said: “Pretty 
much everybody was saying 
it would be fantastic if we can 
retain this as a rehabilitation 
centre. Given the facilities 
and expertise, it would be 
tragic if it were lost.” 

Mr Preedy said the idea is 
that the centre would focus 
on civilians, such as firefight¬ 
ers and builders injured at 
work, but there is no reason 
why veterans could not also 
use it. 


Nearly a year ago Mole Val¬ 
ley councillors unanimously 
passed a motion calling for 
urgent discussions between 
the council and interested 
parties over the future of 
Headley Court. 

Of the meeting this month, 
Mr Preedy said: “This is the 
first time local authority rep¬ 
resentatives have had any en¬ 
gagement in the process.” 

He also warned that senior 
medical professionals al¬ 
ready seem to be looking for 
jobs elsewhere due to uncer¬ 
tainty over the unit’s future. 

He said: “By the time they 
have something in firm out¬ 
line, they will have lost a 
number of key staff. The pace 
of the decision-making pro¬ 
cess is a real worry.” 

Sir Paul Beresford MP also 
attended the meeting and 
said a “core team” will now 
be picked from about 30 to 40 
attendees to take the matter 
forward. 

Sir Paul said: “We want it to 
be used as it is, possibly used 
for the National Health Ser¬ 
vice. But we have got to find a 
way for the NHS to pay for it 
and NHS England to buy the 
services. 

“If we do it that way, people 
like big insurance companies 


could also rent the services. 
The NHS would own it and 
rent it out.” 

For example, he said reha¬ 
bilitation and artificial limb 
technology could be used to 
treat crash victims who lose a 
leg or an arm and claim med¬ 
ical care on insurance. 

The meeting was organised 
by QEF chairman Robert 
Douglas. 

QEF chief executive 
Jonathan Powell said the 
organisation was pleased to 
have been part of the 


discussions, but the charity 
has no current ambitions for 
Headley Court as it is devel¬ 
oping its own site. 

Nevertheless, he said the 
charity is “keeping an open 
mind in case there are any 
synergies” that means it 
could help anyone who may 
be treated there in the future. 

Charity Help for Heroes 
was established to provide an 
£8.5m complex, including a 
swimming pool, gym and gait 
analysis lab at Headley 
Court. 


Its website says these parts 
“will be transferred along 
with all the other parts of the 
rehab facility” to the Mid¬ 
lands. A spokesman said it 
was not a case of moving 
bricks and mortar, but: “It’s 
to recreate it as much as pos¬ 
sible in the new centre.” 

This cost is being met by 
the Duke of Westminster’s 
charity, Black Stork, which is 
fundraising for the £300m De¬ 
fence National Rehabilitation 
Centre at Stanford Hall, near 
Loughborough.

Care home still not 
linking to bad report

A care home is still flouting the 
rules by not showing a damning 
inspection report on its website, 
despite this newspaper repeatedly 
raising concerns with the care 
watchdog. 

Firtree House Nursing Home, in 
Banstead, was slammed by the 
Care Quality Commission (CQC) 
in its most recent inspection re¬ 
port, published in March, for fail¬ 
ing to provide care which was 
safe, effective and well-led. It was 
rated “inadequate overall”. 

But, until the start of this 
month, the home’s website dis¬ 
played a link to a positive inspec¬ 
tion report published in July 2013. 

Last year the CQC promised to 
start taking robust action against 
failing care homes and introduced 
a legal requirement in April for 
care homes to display their “most 
up-to-date ratings” from the CQC 
at the entrance of the home and 
on their websites. 

But it took no action when 
Firtree House ingnored the new 
regulations and owner Salim Jiwa 
only removed the link to the old 
report when contacted by the 
Epsom Guardian a few weeks ago. 

However, he has still not

included a link to the highly criti¬ 
cal March report, as required by 
the new regulations, preventing 
people from making an informed 
decision about whether to put rel¬ 
atives in the care home. 

A CQC document for providers 
on displaying ratings, published 
in March, states: “You are ulti¬ 
mately responsible for meeting 
the regulation and deciding how 
to do this.” 

The Epsom Guardian has so far 
raised the issue of Firtree’s web¬ 
site with the CQC on three occa¬ 
sions. Last week a CQC 
spokesman said “we are following 
it up”, but did not give any 
specifics about when and how. 

Asked about its approach to care 
homes that fail to display its most 
recent report, a spokesman said: 
“The first response would be to 
discuss with the provider, this is a 
new requirement and while our 
expectation is the provider 


complies we appreciate they may 
not have fully understood the re¬ 
quirement or the consequences. 

“If providers fail to comply with 
the requirement we can fine 
providers £100 every time we find 
them not displaying their rating. 

“It could also cause us to look at 
the fitness of the registered man¬ 
ager, or of the overall provider - 
as it would ask the question is the 
service well led - since they are 
not carrying out regulations re¬ 
quired. We could then place condi¬ 
tions on the manager or the 
providers’ registration if we felt 
that was appropriate.” 

In an interview with the Epsom 
Guardian in December, Adrian 
Hughes, deputy chief inspector of 
the South for the CQC, said it 
would be taking a more robust ap¬ 
proach to failing care homes, in a 
bid to re-build the public’s shat¬ 
tered confidence in its work after 
a number of high-profile care 
scandals including at the Mid- 
Staffordshire NHS trust. 

Care homes are now rated as 
outstanding, good, requires im¬ 
provement or inadequate and 
then given to the home - instead of 
“yo-yoing” between being deemed 
compliant and non-compliant. 

Mr Hughes said the new system 
leaves much less “wriggle room” 
for homes to continue operating 
while not meeting standards.

When it comes to vulnerable 
children and their families, the 
new Government has a mountain 
to climb. 

Currently, 3.7 million children 
live in poverty in the UK. Follow¬ 
ing years where the amount of 
children living in hardship went 
down, the number is now flat-lin¬ 
ing and looks set to rise steeply 
again. In fact, the Institute of Fis¬ 
cal Studies predicts that by 2020 
more than 32 per cent of UK chil¬ 
dren will be living in poverty. 

The recent recession, which 
was followed closely by a rise in 
the cost of living, hit the poorest 
particularly hard. 

Worryingly, in their manifesto 


the Conservatives have commit¬ 
ted to cutting £12bn of the wel¬ 
fare bill. 

There are some crucial steps 
the new Government can take to 
improve the poorest children’s 
life chances, but they must heed 
lessons from the previous 
administration. 

Firstly, they should guarantee 
that welfare cuts will not fall on 
the most vulnerable. 

They can start by following of¬ 
ficial recommendations and un¬ 
dertake a complete review of the 
financially punishing sanctions 
system. 

Another major factor driving 
hardship is that, while these 


families’ benefits have been sub¬ 
stantially cut, no real alterna¬ 
tives have materialised to help 
them escape the poverty trap. 

The Government must take 
steps to make sure that every 
child receives the same life 
chances. 

Starting from the cradle on¬ 
wards, they can commit to pro¬ 
tecting children’s centre funding, 
to increasing support for disad¬ 
vantaged three and four-year- 
olds, and assisting poor pupils 
through schemes like the pupil 
premium and free school meals. 

Marginalised school-leavers 
too need intensive personalised 
support and training to help 


them succeed in the work place. 

Under the Child Poverty Act 
(2010), the main political parties 
have a duty to eradicate child 
poverty by 2020. 

The new Government needs to 
wake up to the on-going issues 
that affect children around the 
UK, including poverty, taking ac¬ 
tion with proposals that protect 
and not punish the poorest. 

It is imperative that the UK 
looks after families who fall into 
crisis, by maintaining a benefits 
system that will nurture the chil¬ 
dren most in need of it.

knowledge and care have sig¬ 
nificantly increased the 
quality of life for those 
with spina bifida and 
hydrocephalus. 

“We now support people in 
their 60s as well as families 
with young children born 


with spina bifida or, increas¬ 
ingly, with hydrocephalus. 

“It is, therefore, vital that 
Shine Surrey continues to 
grow and meet the needs of 
everyone locally with these 
conditions both now and in 
the future.” 

A small group of volun¬ 
teers run the charity on a 


shoestring and held a party 
at the Banstead Centre to 
mark the anniversary. 

Shine Surrey brings people 
together and helps to pay for 
support development work¬ 
ers as well as equipment 
and home adaptations for 
patients. 

Ms Tadd said: “I am de¬ 
lighted to report that at its 
half century, the charity is in 
good shape and our party is a 
celebration of this important 
milestone.” 

It was originally called 
New Association for Spina 
Bifida and Hydrocephalus 
but later changed its name to 
Surrey ASBAH and then 
Shine Surrey. 

The charity relies on dona¬ 
tions and is keen for new vol¬ 
unteers to come forward. If 
you know anyone with spina 
bifida and hydrocephalus or 
would like to help visit 
shinesurr ey. or g. uk.

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What does the Conservative victo¬ 
ry at the General Election mean 
for the housing industry? JOHN 
ELLIOTT, managing director of 
Millwood Designer Homes, 
talks about the key housing 
points from the Tory manifesto. 

"One of the most important is¬ 
sues is addressing the first-time 
buyer crisis. The Conservatives 
have pledged to build more afford¬ 
able homes, including 200,000 
starter homes for first-time buyers 
in England under the age of 40, 
priced at 20 per cent below market 
value. 

"In addition, the Help to Buy 
scheme (aimed at those with a 
small deposit of at least five per 


cent) will be extended to 2020, 
and a new Help to Buy ISA will be 
introduced to help young people 
save a deposit for their first home. 

"However, affordability needs to 
be fully addressed from the ground 
up, and this includes the Financial 
Conduct Authority's strict lending 
criteria, along with the banks and 
finance companies tightened rules. 

"The reason for introducing Help 
to Buy was to enable more people 
on to the housing ladder, but if we 
had more realistic lending criteria, 
perhaps we wouldn't need these 
schemes in the first place. 

"There are millions of people in 
private rented homes who are per¬ 
fectly capable of paying a mort¬ 


gage each month and are desper¬ 
ate to buy but have no hope of 
doing so, and there are three mil¬ 
lion adult children living with their 
parents because they can't afford 
to rent or buy. This is the stark real¬ 
ity that there is something funda¬ 
mentally wrong at the core of the 
industry. 

"The Conservatives have also 
pledged to extend the right-to-buy 
scheme - allowing families in hous¬ 
ing association properties the 
chance to buy their home with dis¬ 
counts of up to 70 per cent. 

"There is concern that this policy 
will be too costly, and will only ben¬ 
efit a select few. However, 
it will give 1.3 million more the op¬ 


portunity to be homeowners 
and help them to prepare for their 
retirement now that pensions are 
such poor investments. 

"All eyes will be on the Conserva¬ 
tives to see if they can 
live up to their promises. For the 
housing industry, it is the promise 
that aspiring to own a home is 
not just a dream but a reality for 
all and, more importantly, that 
there will be enough homes to 
achieve it."

Key questions for buyers 


According to James Prideaux of 
Hunters, the following key 
questions are essential to ask 
any estate agent: 

1) Why are the current owners 
moving or selling the property? 
Whilst it may just be a change 

in scenery or new job location, 
you have to be sure that the 
previous tenants aren't moving 
because of the location the 
house is in being poor, an issue 
with the property itself, i.e. work 
needs to be done or an issue 
with crime in the area 

2) Have the sellers already 
bought a new property? Say for 
instance, the sellers have not 
yet confirmed a new property, 
this could potentially jeopardise 
your purchase of the new prop¬ 
erty, due to the current owners 
having a larger likelihood of 
pulling out if they themselves 
can not find a new property. If 
they have confirmed the 
purchase of a new property, 
how long through the process of 
moving are they? 

3) Is there room to extend? 
Many homeowners tend to see 
the bigger picture when looking 
at potential new property, i.e. 
whether they can convert 
rooms, add extensions or re-do 
the garden. 

This being said, many home 
conversions tend to require 
planning permissions. With this 
in mind, it is vital that you get 
to the bottom of exactly what is 


allowed to be done on the new 
property. Also, make sure you 
take the fact that, if you are 
looking to re-do certain aspects 
of the property, then 1; you 
have the budget, and 2; you 
are comfortable living in a fix up 
fora while.

Estate Agents will al¬ 
ways be honest with the history 
of a property.

Epsom Property Market - What is really happening? 


I had an interesting conversation with a 
local Epsom accountant the other day. 
He is quite an observant chap (I know 
this because I have known him for 
many years. .. but I suppose you have 
to be to be an accountant!). Anyway, he 
mentioned a few things he had noticed 
recently in Epsom, one that Epsom 
property prices had gone up in the 
last few years, but nowhere near the 
growth levels that were being achieved 
in central London and secondly, that he 
thought the number of for sale boards 
in Epsom (and more importantly ones 
with sold slips on them) had increased 
over the last couple of years. 

The rate of house price inflation in Epsom 
continues to slow with growth of 12.4% 
in the 12 months to February compared 
to 14.1% just under six months ago, 
according to the latest Land Registry 
data. However, there is considerable local 
variation with house price growth ranging 
from 13.3% in Merton as an example to 
15.6% in Sutton over the last 12 months. 

Whilst Epsom hasn’t seen the 20%+ per 


year in house price growth of London over 
the last couple of years, Epsom has seen 
a sharp uplift in the number of properties 
sold throughout 2014 as base line demand 
for housing grows, which suggests there is 
substance to the recent pick-up in house 
price growth in the town. Since the Second 
World War in the UK, when the number 
of properties sold has grown, property 
values grew soon after. The 4.81% uplift 
in property transactions in Epsom in 2014, 
compared to 2013, indicates the most 
significant recovery in house market activity 
in Epsom (outside London) since 2007. 

When you compare Epsom with London, 
you could be looking at two different 
countries. In London, the mid/late 
teens house price to earnings ratios 
are impacting demand (i.e. the average 
property value is often 15 or 17 times 
the average wage in London... in fact in 
Knightsbridge the ratio can be 30 to 1). 
However, the number of people wanting to 
sell has dropped considerably, meaning 
that falling sales volumes combined with a 
general slowdown in activity in the run up to 


the General Election are resulting in lower 
mortgage approvals for home purchase. 

Transactions are a great indicator for 
house prices. The acceleration in house 
price growth in London in the last two 
years was preceded by three years of 
rising transactions. A similar pattern is 
being registered in the Epsom area, as 
pent up demand returns to the market 
supported by low mortgage rates 
and an improving economic outlook. 

But before you get the Champagne out, 
while the uplift in activity is welcome news, 
the number of Epsom property sales in 2014 
are still 22.3% lower than the level seen in 
2007 and property values are 16.9% above 
the 2007 levels. The ongoing housing 
recovery is far from broad based and 
remains focused on middle to higher value 
areas within Epsom, where households 
have equity and find it easier to access 
mortgage finance.
